iMMin whispered nroiiinl for two wi»eks 
that sui'ti a iiii»ssai:e was In |o fpai iit ion, 
anticipating Iho rejection of the tnaty. 
There are, of course, two views token of tne 
situation. The Democrste any the Presi- 
dent is acting In the utmost good faith, 
and that a careful reading nf his messags 
will oonvlnce any one of that fact The 
Bepublicans contend that It Is but the 
jingo policy, and that the President la bid- 
ding for popularity among the Iriah voters 
of New York ; that be la snxioua te have 
Congress push him Into dimculty with 
Cansda just ut this time, sn that he may 
solidify himself with ttin elenieuls whii ti 
are always clamurlng for war, and to en- 
able him to right bimtolf with tho classi s 
that have been criticising his foreign 

policy 

The impression seems t<* prevail that the 
President will not wait very long for any 
additional authority that ho may need to 
enforce tbo Retaliatory act. Thore will 
be many who will c.ititenU. how- 
ever, that thu Trcldint lias. In that 
act, all ot tho authority necessary 
to enforce the treaty ol 1818. Heualors 
like Frye, Rdmunda and Hoar hold that 
this question was thoroughly sifted whan 
ths retaliaioiy act was under conaldora- 
tion, and that Congrcas gave in tbat act 
all the aulbority It was deemed wlss and 
sttlBdteBt for the Pretldent to exorclte in 
the enforcement of our rights, and 
that it if not only infractions of the treaty 
of 1I;1N that thu American flshcrnion cum. 
plain ot, but it it an abrldgnnient ot con- 
inorcial amity and thotecivilltiotand oour> 
tesios which are extended by all oonntrlot 
to another without any special arriwge- 
ment. 

If this view of tho situation Is taken by 
tho Itepuhlicans In the Benate there will 
bo no further legislation on the subject. In 
foot, it Ita qoettion which will lie sternly 
debated among the Kupubllcuns in ixith 
houtet whether it Is advisable te extend 
further Individual power to tho Prnaldant 
jnst at tliis lime, in view qt hia Inclination 
to exorcise it vigoroutly.
